The  writer  of  this  article  can 
recall  v/hen  the  milk  for  our  cereal 
was  doled  out  hy  the  K.l'.’s  every 
morning.  Then  v;e  were  furnished  out 
milk  in  half  pint  Lotties.  This  Y/a$ 
very  convenient  and  sanitary  hut, 
lalafe , seems  to  have  "been  too  expen- 
sive. So  last  week  at  each  table 
there  v/as  placed  two  bottles  of 
bilk  to  be  divided  among  the  eight 
pien  seated  at  that  table.  Much  to 
the  surprise  of  many  of  us  this  sys- 
tem worked  fairly  well.  The  milk 
was  poured  into  individual  half 
pint  bottles  vith  almost  no  spill- 
ing and  except  in  one  or  two  cases, 


no  chiseling.  It  must  be

to  help  themselves  to  the  milk  of 
the  others  and  in  a few  cases  they 
did.  However  the  cheated  member  had 
only  to  raise  a holler  and  Paul  v/as 
there  to  find  the  theif  and  punish 
him  -et^d  redivide  the  milk.  Bext  day 
the  system  worked  as  if  it  had  been 
in  effect  for  months. 

There  v/ere  a few  complanints 
that  the  half  pint  bottles  were  not 
[very  clean.  Your  correspondent  in- 
vestigated and  found  that  the  K.F.’s 
for  Sunday  were  not  as  experienced 
as  those  who  work  there  every  day. 
It  ¥/as  promised  that  this  would  not 
happen  again  and  we  observed  Broth- 
er Borthwick  giving  them  a good 
scrubbing  in  hot  and  very  soapy 
water. 

Since  v/e  must  get  our  milk  in 
this  manner  there  is  nothing  we  can 
do  but  cooperate  and  be  fair  to  all
